Applicants submit this paper in response to the Office Action mailed December 24, 2008

Species 2 of Figure 9 is directed to a method of determining a reference 
clock frequency based on identification of an integer multiple of each link 

clock frequency; and 

III. Species 3 of Figure 10 is directed to a method indicating aspects of a 
process for use of a reference clock by a multi-link protocol analyzer.
